NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That from and after the first day 
of January, 1976, the elected officials of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, shall receive the following salaries 
per year in full for all governmental services, payable 
in bi-weekly installments; 

Mayor $29,900.00 

Each member of the Common Council 

of the City of Fort Wayne, 

Indiana $ 5,200.00 

City Clerk of the City of Fort 

Wayne, Indiana $15,500.00 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be published 

twice in a newspaper printed in the English language and 

generally circulated in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect and after its passage and approval by the 
Mayor.

SPECIAL ORDINANCE NO. S 


AN ORDINANCE fixing the salaries and compensation 
of the elected City Officials of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana 


WHEREAS, Acts 1959, Chapter 233, Section 20a, as 
added by 437, of the Legislature of the State of Indiana, some¬ 
times referred to as Section 48-1233 et seq. Burns Indiana 
Statutes Annotated, Volume 9, Part 1, 1963 Replacement, pro¬ 
vides that the Common Council of each city shall, on ordinance 
duly enacted on or before the first day of pril of the year in 
which elections of city officers are held, fix the annual salaries 
of all elected city officials (Attorney General’s Legal Opinion 
# 45, August 23, 1964); and 

WHEREAS, the year 1975 is a year in which elections 
of city officers are held. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That from and after the first day of 
January, 1976, the elected officials of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, shall receive the following salaries per year in full 
for all governmental services, payable in bi-weekly installments; 

Mayor $ 32,500 _ 

Each member of the Common Council $ 6,900 _ 

of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 

City Clerk of the City of Fort Wayne $ 17,500 

Indiana 

with annual adjustments as provided in Section 2 of this ordinance 

SECTION 2. Cost of Living Allowance 

All elected City officials covered by this ordinance 
shall be entitled to receive a cost of living allowance based on 
the Consumer Price Index for all Cities (1967 = 100) published 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, United States Department of 
Labor, hereinafter referred to as the "index" during the term 
of this ordinance. 

Said allowance shall be determined in the following 
manner: The Base Index shall be an index of 100 points for 

January 1967. The cost of living adjustment shall be computed 
each January 1 for each new-year beginning January 1, 1976 ac¬ 
cordingly. The base salary as stated above for elected City 
Officials will be increased in the same ratio as the General Con¬ 
sumers Price Index of the U. S.. Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
increased during the prior twelve (12) months. For the purpose 
of this computation, the average of the index for the twelve (12) 
months preceding the new calendar year shall be used. That per¬ 
centage increase shall then be added to the annual current salary 
of the elected Official. (See Exhibit ”A"). 







EXHIBIT "A’ 


The following formula shall be used in cornpu- ' 
tation of the cost of living adjustment to be applied to the 
elected officials salary: A/B x C = D. 

"A" is the average All Items Consumer Price Index of the 

Bureau of Labor Statistics (1967 = 100 Base) figure for 
the twelve months immediately preceding the month in 
which the adjustment is to be made and become effective. 
(The first effective date in Salary Ordinance is Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1976). 

"B" is the All Items Consumer Price Index of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics figures for January 1975 or any subse¬ 
quent January. 

"C" is salary of the elected official either fixed by Ordi¬ 
nance or as adjusted in subsequent years. 


"D" is
